“ But if I get steady work, as 
they say we will, I'm going to be 
ahead in the long run,” he said. 
“ I’ll be tickled to pieces with a 
steady 40 hours a week even if I 
don't get so much per hour. 
The final, official count of the 
vote was 5,371 to 626 in favor of 
accepting the 
wage 
reduction, 
estimated to average 11 per cent 
of the payroll. 
The vote, by secret ballot, re­ 
versed last week's election when 
the workers rejected the pay cut 
proposal.

Most recent illustration of the I 
need and m odern equipment, Wise 
pointed out, was given last week 
when flames raged through the rear 
section of the Western Auto Store 
on W. Main St. Firem en were able 
to confine the blaze to the store, I 
but it was feared at first it would 
spread -to upstairs living quarters 
in the three-story building. 
WISE SAID the departm ent now 
has no ladder which could have 
been needed to reach the building’s 
third floor windows. It would have

stairway.

“ F a r too many people in the city 
just don’t realize that we haven t 
ladders to reach the tops, or even 
the upper floors, of a lot of build­ 
ings already standing in the d o w ^ 
town area—where the buildings a!% 
jam m ed close together and thus of­ 
fer a constant threat to a major 
blaze in the heart of the commun­ 
ity. Somehow’ or other, too many 
people have been lulled into think­ 
ing that we’re pretty well fixed for 
tho time being in the way of fire­ 
fighting equipment. 
“We certainly are not. And the 
Western Auto Store fire is the 
latest reminder. Had it gained 
more 
headway, 
it could 
has** 
built up into n fire that would 
have made the Maizo Mill fire 
just another one to remember. 
“ Aerial ladders aren't something 
that have just come out in recent 
years. They’re used by most mod­ 
ern communities, 
and are being 
purchased as fast as possible by all 
the other cities. We already need 
one here, and when you consider

more. 
“ And the need for a new pum per 
truck, the community a l r e a d y 
knows about.

This itm 
alone is expected to give about 
1,600,000 taxpayers a tax cut total­ 
ling about IO million dollars. 
Charitable contributions — You 
may now deduct up to 30 per cent j 
of your income for contributions to 
charity and benevolences. The old 
limit was 20 per cent. But the ex- I 
tra IO per cent is allowable only i 
for contributions to churches or re ­ 
ligious groups, educational institu­ 
tions or hospitals. In other words, ; 
if you claim the full 30 per cent, 
at least IO per cent must be for 
contributions 
to 
those 
organiza- J 
i tions. This provision is expected to 
reduce revenues by 25 million dol- j 
lars a year—and be a big help to 
charitable 
organizations 
seeking 
funds. 
Transportation expenses — The i 
new rules govern your business 
transportation expense where (I) 
you are not reim bursed by your 
employer and (2) the expense is 
not incurred in overnight travel 
away from home. Under the old 


law. these expenses could be de 
ducted only under personal deduc­ 
tion s. This meant that to claim 
< them. you had to itemize all your 
personal deductions and forego the 
I standard IO per cent personal de­ 
duction allowed most taxpayers. In 
many cases it wouldn't pay you to 
itemize 
these transportation 
ex 
penses and other deductions be 
cause the standard IO per cent 
would give you a bigger total de 
duction. In fleet, the new law pet 
rnits you to deduct these trans 
po tatio n expenses and, in addr 


I tion. take the standard deduction 
of IO per cent of your remaining 
income. You could already do this 
under the old law if your business 
transportation expenses were reim 
j bursed by 
your employer, (and 
thus included in your gross in­ 


come), or incurred in overnight 
travel away from home 
Here is art example of how the 
now rules work.

OOP Under the old law you could 
itemize your deductions and claim 
only $500,

could deduct your $300 transporta­ 
tion expense and still deduct IO 
per cent of your remaining $5,700 
income. That would be a total de­ 
duction of $870. instead of the $600 
under the old law— a tax cut of at 
least $54.20. 
Meals and lodging—Under the old 
law, an employe could be taxed on 
meals and lodging provided by an 
employer it there was any indica­ 
tion at all that this was consid­ 


ered part of the employe’s com­ 
pensation. Under the new law, they 
will he taxed as incom e only if 
they are pi*bvided clearly for the 
convenience of the employer. Thus, 
as in th case of many govern­ 
ment institutions where employes 
are required to eat and live on the 
premises, these items might not 
be taxed even though the institu­ 
tions consider them part of the em ­ 
ploye’ pay.

AUTOMOBILE manufacturers are p re- 
p aii.ng for their longest model changeover 
shut-downs since World War II. A Wall 
Sti ee‘ Journal survey finds that some 
p lants may be down as long as eight week,-, 
in sharp contrast to the average one-week 
model s # c h m g layoff auto makers ad­ 
hered to in the hectic p ostwar years. 
One reason given for the longer retooling 
p eriod is that, most manufacturers p lan 
radical model design changes in 1955, re­ 
quiring more extensive p lant rejuggling. 
Bur there’s a related reason that may be 
even more p ertinent. 
New car stocks the country over are still 
unusually high, and a p roduction breather 
of several weeks is exp ected to let demand 
catch up with sup p ly. 
But the nation's biggest industry cannot 
be p ut on ice for a few weeks without set­ 
ting off a chain of rep ercussions. Most im­ 
mediate, of course, is that of unemp loy­ 
ment. With joblessness in the industry ex­ 
p ected to reach its highest p eak since 1946, 
other comp anies may follow the lead of 
Studebaker in serving notice on the a u t o 
woi kers union that the time for a reap p rais­ 
al of wage rates has arrived.

IT IS DIFFICULT for residents of other 
sectio ns o f California, as well as those liv­ 
ing in p ure sections — atmosp herically 
sp eaking—o f o ther states not to become a 
little smug abo ut smog-bound Los Angeles. 
Fo r a lo ng 
time Angelines have p ermit­ 
ted the wo rd to circulate that their atmo­ 
sp heric affliction was an act of nature. But

SMUG ABOUT SMOG 
IT IS DIFFICULT for residents of other 
sections of California, as well as those liv­ 
ing in pure sections — atmospherically 
speaking—of other states not to become a 
little smug about smog-bound Los Angeles. 
For a long time Angelinos have permit­ 
ted the word to circulate that their atmo­ 
spheric affliction was an act of nature. But 
now com es the Stanford Research Insti­ 
tute, after six years’ intensive study, to 
put the finger on automobile e x h a u st 
fum es, industrial exhalations and the erne* 
nation of thousands of backyard incinera­ 
tors as the root cause of L. A.’s smog 
woes. 
These man-made outlettings, to be sure, 
couldn’t create their blight without an as­ 
sist from nature. Sunlight is properly Cali­ 
fornia’s pride and joy. But irradiation of 
too much sunlight, says the Stanford re­ 
port, causes an over-centralization of oxy­ 
gon, known as ozone, to which the human* 
inspired efforts adhere. The result is smog. 
Anti-air pollution efforts in Los Angeles 
have been headed in the right direction in 
trying to get industrial offenders to abate 
their contributions to the problem. In try­

The United States, with the 
best medical care rn th e world, 
has the highest m ortality rate in 
the m iddle-aged population.

SELF-DISCIPLINE and 
self­ 
control may moan little to a small 
child 
They arc just long words. 
However, they are very important 
to everyone throughout life, and 
they should he taught to the very 
young, using very simple lan­ 
guage and examples that the child 
can understand. If these virtues 
are not inculcated in the young, 
their lives may be ruined. 
What did Jesus say? 
“If any 
man will come after Me. let him 
deny himself, and take up his 
cross, and follow Me. 
"For whosoever will save his 
life shall lose it, and whosoever 
will lose his life, for My sake 
shall find it." 
We 
generally 
think 
of 
our 
crosses as the things we worry 
about—money, work, school, etc. 
Jesus meant more than that. He 
must have envisioned the dangers 
of the world in which He and His 
disciples lived. 
Jesus knew He would be slain 
and that the same fate would 
more than likely be that of His 
friends and disciples. 
However, 
He expected them to carry on the 
work He left them, conquering 
their natural fears and to preach 
His gospel even if it led them to 
literally "carry their cross" as 
Jesus Himself did. 
When a man was condemned to 
death in those days, he was com­ 
pelled to carry the stake to which 
he was to be fastened or the cross 
upon which he would be nailed. 
There is more to it than this, 
however. 
Carrying one’s cross 
may be controlling passions, giv­ 
ing up something we very much 
w ant because it will mean injury 
to others; even giving up ones 
life for another if necessary. 
God gives us our bodies, minds 
and spirits. It is what we do with 
these instruments that makes us 
truly Christians—faithful follow­ 
ers of Christ. So many splendid 
people have "mortified the body,” 
as we say, and won the heavenly 
crown, and also the kind of fame 
on earth that makes them ex­ 
amples to all of us as we read 
about their lives. 
Saints and m artyrs of olden 
times and all through the world s 
history—St. Peter, St. Paul, Joan 
of Arc, who gave up her youth, 
and faced ignominy and death 
for her native land and what she 
thought was the right. 
Nathan 
Hale and m any more, both men 
and women. 
We. too. while we may not give 
our lives for others, or our prin­ 
ciples, must fight daily—carry our j 


cross to restrain #wil thoughts 
and words, from such seemingly 
small things as thr angry word, 
the hateful thought, the hasty 
action, or giving way to all the 
passions of the body and mind. 
We must "carry our cross," striv­ 
ing with Christ’s help to overcome 
the evil in our natures to grow to 
be good Christians, 
In his first epistle to the Cor­ 
inthians, Paul likened our lives 
to a race such as was run in an­ 
cient Greece. Men were carefully 
trained for these races and must 
qualify to be allowed to run, so 
that they ran lawfully. 
He writes: "Know ye not that 
they which rim in a race run all, 
but one receiveth the prize? So 
run, that ye may obtain. 
And 
every man that striveth for the 
mastery 
is 
temperate 
in 
all 
things. Now they do it to obtain 
a corruptible crown; but we an 
incorruptible. 
“I therefore so run. not aa un­ 
certainly; so fight I. not as one 
that beateth the air: But I keep 
under my body, and bring it into 
subjection; 
lest 
that 
by 
any 
means, when I have preached to 
others, I myself should be a cast­ 
away." 
Those words of Paul are for all 
of us if we would successfully run 
the race of life—for the minister 
or Sunday school teacher who 
preaches to the young, the middle- 
aged or the old. Is he or she fol­ 
lowing P auls example? Parents 
too, should remember the saint s 
words in their daily conduct, so 
that 
they 
may not 
be "cast­ 
aways." 
Paul s second letter to Timothy 
was written very shortly before 
his martyrdom under Nero. 
It 
was his last letter, and in it he 
urged: 
"Thou therefore endure 
hardness, as a good soldier of 
Jesus Christ. 
"No 
man 
that w arreth 
en­ 
ta n g le d himself with the affairs 
of this life; that he may please 
him who hath chosen him to be a 
soldier. And if a man also strive 
for 
masteries, 
yet 
he 
is 
not 
crowned, except he strive law­ 
fully." 
"Wherefore seeing we also are 
compassed about with so great a 
cloud of witnesses, let us lay aside 
every weight, and the sin which 
doth so easily beset us, and let 
us run with patience the race 
that is set before us. 
“Looking to Jesus the author 
and finisher of our faith." Jesus 
endured the agony and shame of 
the cross 
Yes, "let us look to 
Jesus" lest we be wearied and 
faint in our minds, as Paul says.

House OKs Limit 
On V A Dental Care 


WASHINGTON Ut) - The House 
has passed and sent to the Senate 
a bill limiting dental care for vet­ 
erans to cases directly associated 
with service-connected disabilities, 
The question of unrestricted den­ 
tal care long has been debated in 
Congress and previous limitations 
have been voted through riders on 
appropriations bills. 
In general, the m easure, passed 
yesterday, provides 
that 
dental 
care can he given only in cases 
where it is directly related to ser­ 
vice-connected 
disabilities 
and 
when application has 
been 
made 
within one year of discharge. This 
care also is limited to a one-time 
and not continuing treatm ent. 
Exem pted are Spanish-American 
War veterans, former prisoners of 
, w ar and cases where the dental 
need is due to combat wounds.

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S ip to Yellowstone Park \isitors: 
Be Wise and Don’t Bother the Bears 
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Th* little be a rs look c ute a nd c uddly —but the big one « 
c a n do y ou ple nty of da ma ge .

W ASHING TON — The National 
Park service hopes that conditions 
will improve but as of right now’ 
it’s a safe bet that about one out 
of each Si.000 persons who visits 
famed Yellowstone National Park 
this 
s um m e r will 
be nipped, 
scratched or mauled by a bear. 
These statistics are based on the 
hard, cold facts as to what actual­ 
ly transpired last y ear. They as­ 
sume, that human nature being 
what it is, park visitors will k eep 
right on not believing in signs 
which say in substance if not in 
truth: “Never, never get fresh with 
a bear.” 
For who having seen the cun­ 
ning rogues in Yellowstone or any 
one of a half dozen other national 
park s can resist their antics? 
Possibly as a w’aming to future 
vacationers and sightseers in the 
park s, the Park Service decided it 
would be a good idea to give out 
some facts and figures which point 
up Bruin’s unpredictable moods.

IN 19 53 there were 1.326,858 
visitors to Yellowstone of whom 43 
departed—presumably sadder and 
wiser—lick ing their wounds after 
encounters, mostly foolhardy , with 
grizzlies and black bears. 
The statistics are old hat to 
Rangers and others who live close 
to the bears vear-’round and k now ! 
enough to leave them alone. The 
story was the same in 19 52 when 
there w’ere 1,350,29 5 visitors to 
Yellow’stone and 40 bear injuries. 
One exceptional case cropped up 
last y ear w'hen a park employ e 
tangled with a black bear, to the 
mutual surprise of both, and land­ 
ed in a hospital with numerous 
cuts and bruises. 
The work er, returning after dark 
from a fishing ex pedition, suddenly 
bumped into the animal on a trail 
near park headquarters. Bruin re­ 
acted lik e a truck driver rammed 
from the rear and the fur flew\ 
Bears rarely start a fracas on 
their own. Park officials say there 
were only three cases of unpro­ 
vok ed attack s on humans last y ear. 
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He '» ple nty tough. 


A number, however, are repeat 
offenders and the Park Service re­ 
ports try ing out a number of wray s 
for dealing with them. 
• 
• 
• 
SOME ARE trapped and daubed 
with paint for identification in 
possible future offenses. Then they 
were carted away to be set free in 
remote sections of the park , far 
from annoy ing humans. 
A few 
bad actors are sent to zoos in 
various cities. 
The incorrigibles, luck ily few in 
number, who are responsible for 
injuring more than one person or 
committing serious property dam­ 
age, are put away by the Rangers. 
There w’ere 11 such cases last y ear, 
including 10 black bears and a 
lone gnzzily . 


Speak ing of property damage, 
there svere 66 k nown cases last 
y ear in Yellowstone alone in which 
bears c om m i t t e d sabotage on 
houses, tents and automobiles. 
In most cases, the destructive 
urge appears to have been stirred 
by food—the average bear having 
the most catholic taste of almost 
any animal. 
Though grizzlies are traditional­ 
ly thought of as being bad-tem­ 
pered, in Yellowstone they appear 
to be less mischievous than black 
bears. At least the records indi­ 
cate that. 
Park officials do their utmost to 
alert visitors to the potential dan­ 
ger. They hand out warning leaf­ 
lets at every park gateway . They 
post signs throughout the vast 
acreage. They stress at campfire 
programs that bears are treacher­ 
ous creatures. • 
• 
• 


THE PARK SERVICE, however, 
declares: 
“Visitors 
continue 
to 
feed bears from the hand, tak e 
pictures within a few feet of them, 
and in many other w'ay s disregard 
safety precautions.” 
There were 11 Instances last 
y ear, again in Yellowstone, where 
bears bit the hand or Bome other 
part of the anatomy of the person 
W’ho was feeding them. 
Although Yellowstone Is the old­ 
est of the National Park s, it has 
no comer on the headache of regu­ 
lating relationships between bears 
and humans. 
The difficulty also crops up in 
the Great Smok y Mountains Park 
in Tennessee and North Carolina, 
in Yosemite and Sequoia in Cali­ 
fornia, in Grand Teton in Wy om­ 
ing, and in Crater Lak e Park in 
Oregon, among others. 
In some areas the Park service 
uses a graphic pictorial form for 
distribution to every automobile 
party entering the park . It shows 
a huge black bear reared upright 
with all teeth and claws bared. 
As y et the Park service has not 
resorted to the ex treme of pointing 
out that the bear is the sy mbol of 
the nation’s cold war antagonist— 
the Soviet Union.

A closet within a closet! 
That’s a new approach being 
used bv space-wise home owners 
to obtain more moth-safe stor­ 
age room. It’s something to con­ 
sider if summer has caught y ou 
short on facilities for k eeping 
winter clothing and woolens prop­ 
erly . 
Articles in storage need the pro­ 
tection of a moth repellent. They 
should be k ept in a tightly enclos­ 
ed place so that the effects of the 
repellent will not be dissipated. 
Many homes, 
especially older 
ones, have large closets that are 
not fully utilized. At very little cost, 
part of a closet can be partitioned 
off and made into a cedar compart­ 
ment. Even a small overhead space 
will accommodate a number of 
blank ets. A larger area will provide 
space for clothing and shelves.

F O R M O ’F .f repellent, line walls 
and ceilings of the partitioned area 
with aromatic red cedar. Planning 
the door to the cedar compartment 
may call for some ingenuity . A two- 
piece door, hinged in the middle or 
a vary narrow door may be needed 
for space reasons. 
Be sure it fits tightly and can be 
k ept shut.

An easy way to dress up almost 
any fence gate, and strengthen the 
frame at the same time, is to at­ 
tach sheets of diamond mesh metal 
lath to either side of the gate. 
When building a gate, the mesh 
can be sandwiched in between a 
double frame, which is then firmly 
nailed together. 
Metal lath is used most of the 
time for plastering and so can be 
found at any building supply house 
or lumber y ard. It is easy to cut 
with tinners’ snips and can be fash­ 
ioned into various designs to fit the 
need of the home craftsman. 
The diamond mesh ty pe of this 
material, weighing 3.4 pounds per 
square y ard, is recommended for a 
y ard fence. You can get it either 
in an ex panded copper alloy steel, 
dipped in protective paint, or gal- 
vanized. Either form can be paint­ 
ed to suit after wiping with a sol­ 
vent.

EVANSTON 111. 
Churchmen 
from the East and the West head­ 
ed today for a religious arena 
I which is charged with tensions— 
both religious and political. 
The gathering is in the cause of 
Christianity . 
But around this central purpose 
sw-irls a haze of doubts and dis­ 
cords that could roll in to frust­ 
rate the meeting—the Assembly of 
the 
World Council of Churches 
here, 
starting 
Sunday 
for 
two 
week s. 
“ There are dangers, but there 
also are hopes,’’ said Dr. G. K. A. 
Bell, Britain’s Bishop of Chichester 
and chairman of the council’s Cen­ 
tral Committee. 
“ The danger in a great body of 
churches meeting in a time of so 
much strain, antagonism and hos­ 
tility is thai some may seek to 
reflect their own political and na­ 
tional points of view. 
“ But there is hope that they 
will all come together in a mood 
to submit various ex periences and 
insights, even ideologies, to the 
mastership 
and 
judgment 
of 
Christ.” 
Although the council faces a host 
of touchy social and religious ques­ 
tions, probably the most ex plosive 


is the relationship of Christianity 
and communism, and the presence 
of delegates from Communist coun­ 
tries. 
At least 18 churchmen from Red- 
ruled lands—8 from East Germany 
and 5 each from Hungary and 
Czechoslovak ia—will be among the 
1,500 representatives. Others from 
Poland and Yugoslavia also may 
attend. 
“ Communist collaborationists” is 
the label applied to them by Rep. 
Alvin M. Bentley (R-Michj, w’ho 
I say s he W'ill hold hearings simul­ 
taneously with the assembly to 
show their “false pretenses.” 
He said they are “ servants of 
world communism who masquer­ 
ade as men of God.” 
Others, including two Midwest­ 
ern American Legion posts, also 
have denounced admission of the 
delegates. Daniel A. Poling, editor 
of the 
Christian Herald, 
called 
them “ puppets of atheistic com­ 
munism,” and said: 
“ Evanston 
must declare com­ 
munism 
antireligious, 
anti-Christ 
the Iron Curtain, and do “every ­ 
thing for which the church should 
stand, or Evanston will divide the 
American Protestant community .” 
However, none of the 161 Ortho­ 
dox, Old Catholic, Anglican and 
Protestant 
denominations 
in 
48 
countries belonging to the council 
have opposed representation of the 
Iron Curtain churches. 
Dr. W. A. Visser’t Hooft the 
council’s general secretary , said 
“ some of us may disagree” with 
positions tak en by Iron Curtain 
churchmen, but council member- 


ship is based solely on a “ spiritual 
criterion”—recognition of Christ as 
divine Lord and Savior. 
He added it is “terribly impor­ 
tant for this movement to k eep in 
touch with the churches” behind 
the Iron Curtain, and so “ every ­ 
thing we can to strengthen the 
link s with Christians in those coun­ 
tries.” 
Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles, who as a church leader 
clashed with Iron Curtain dele­ 
gates at the council’s founding as­ 
sembly six y ears ago at Amster­ 
dam before he entered the govern­ 
ment, back ed their admission now. 
The State Department made de­ 
tailed inquiries before approving 
the visas. It said the importance 


! of the meeting to worldwide Chris­ 
tianity was so great the govern­ 
ment should not bar any one legal­ 
ly admissible. 
This implied none were found to 
be Communists or Fascists, .who 
aTe barred under the McCarran 
Act. 
0 
Dr. O. Frederick Nolde, chair­ 
man of the council’s International 
Relations Commission, called the 
decision a “ clear demonstration of 
our belief in religious freedom,” 
which would hearten people under 
totalitarian rule. 
Most vociferous attack on admit­ 
ting the Iron Curtain churchmen 
has come from the Rev. Carl Mc- 
Intire of Collingswood, N. J., head 
of a small faction of fundamenta ^ 
ists called the International Coun­ 
cil of Christian Churches. 
Describing 
the 
delegates 
as 
“ agents of the Kremlin,” he has 
urged a wave of rallies, resolu­ 
tions. 
speeches, 
advertisements 
letters and demonstrations to pro­ 
test their coming.

ABBINGTON — The National 
Park service hopes that conditions 
will improve but as of right now' 
it’s a safe bet that about one out 
of each Bl.OOO persons who visits 
famed Yellowstone National Park 
this s u m m e r will be nipped, 
scratched or mauled by a bear. 
These statistics are based on the 
hard, cold facts as to what actual- 
Iv transpired last year. They as­ 
sume, that human nature being 
what it is, park visitors will keep 
rignt on not believing in signs 
which say in substance if not in 
truth: “Never, never get fresh with 
a bear.” 
For who having seen the cun­ 
ning rogues in Yellowstone or any 
one of a half dozen other national 
parks can resist their antics? 
Possibly as a warning to future 
vacationers and sightseers in the 
parks, the Park Service decided it 
would be a good idea to give out 
some facts and figures which point 
up Bruin’s unpredictable moods.

IN 1953 there were 1,326,858 
visitors to Yellowstone of whom 43 
departed—presumably sadder and 
wiser—licking their wounds after 
encounters, mostly foolhardy, with 
grizzlies and black bears. 
The statistics are old hat to 
Rangers and others who live close 
to the bears vear-’round and know 
enough to leave them alone. The 
story was the same in 1952 when 
there were 1,350,295 visitors to 
Yellowstone and 40 bear injuries. 
One exceptional case cropped up 
last year when a park employe 
tangled with a black bear, to the 
mutual surprise of both, and land­ 
ed in a hospital with numerous 
cuts and bruises. 
The worker, returning after dark 
from a fishing expedition, suddenly 
bumped into the animal on a trail 
near park headquarters. Bruin re­ 
acted like a truck driver rammed 
from the rear and tile fur flew. 
Bears rarely start a fracas on 
their own. Park officials say there 
were only three cases of unpro­ 
voked attacks on humans last year.

A number, however, are repeat 
offenders and the Park Service re­ 
ports trying out a number of ways 
for dealing with them.

S O M E ARE trapped and daubed 
with paint for identification in 
possible future offenses. Then they 
were carted away to be set free in 
remote sections of the park, far 
from annoying humans. 
A few 
bad actors are sent to zoos in 
various cities. 
The incorrigibles, luckily few In 
number, who are responsible for 
injuring more than one person or 
committing serious property dam­ 
age, are put away by the Rangers. 
There were l l such cases last year, 
including IO black bears and a 
lone grizzily. 


Speaking of property damage, 
there were 66 known cases last 
year in Yellowstone alone in which 
bears c o m m i t t e d sabotage on 
houses, tents and automobiles. 
In most cases, the destructive 
urge appears to have been stirred 
by food—the average bear having 
the most catholic taste of almost 
any animal. 
Though grizzlies are traditional­ 
ly thought of as being bad-tem­ 
pered, in Yellowstone they appear 
to be less mischievous than black 
bears. At least the records indi­ 
cate that. 
Park officials do their utmost to 
alert visitors to the potential dan­ 
ger. They hand out warning leaf­ 
lets at every park gateway. They 
post signs throughout the vast 
acreage. They stress at campfire 
programs that bears are treacher­ 
ous creatures.•

THE PARK SERVICE, however, 
declares: 
“Visitors 
continue 
to 
feed bears from the hand, take 
pictures within a few feet of them, 
and in many other ways disregard 
safety precautions.” 
There were l l Instances last 
year, again in Yellowstone, where 
bears bit the hand or some other 
part of the anatomy of the person 
who W'as feeding them. 
Although Yellowstone is the old­ 
est of the National Parks, it has 
no comer on the headache of regu­ 
lating relationships between bears 
and humans. 
The difficulty also crops up In 
the Great Smoky Mountains Park 
in Tennessee and North Carolina, 
in Yosemite and Sequoia in Cali­ 
fornia, in Grand Teton in Wyom­ 
ing, and in Crater Lake Park in 
Oregon, among others. 
In some areas the Park service 
uses a graphic pictorial form for 
distribution to every automobile 
party entering the park. It shoves 
a huge black bear reared upright 
j with all teeth and claws bared. 
As yet the Park service has not 
resorted to the extreme of pointing 
out that the bear is the symbol of 
the nation’s cold war antagonist— 
the Soviet Union.

Gates Dressed Up 
By Diamond M esh 
An easy way to dress up almost 
any fence gate, and strengthen the 
fram e at the same time, is to at­ 
tach sheets of diamond mesh metal 
lath to either side of the gate. 
When building a gate, the mesh 
can be sandwiched in between a 
double frame, which is then firmly 
nailed together. 
Metal lath is used most of the 
time for plastering and so can be 
found at any building supply house 
or lumber yard. It is easy to cut 
with tinners’ snips and can be fash­ 
ioned into various designs to fit the 
need of the home craftsman. 
The diamond mesh type of this 
material, weighing 3.4 pounds per 
square yard, is recommended for a 
yard fence. You can get it either 
in an expanded copper alloy steel, 
dipped in protective paint, or gal­ 
vanized. Either form can be paint­ 
ed to suit after wiping with a sol­ 
vent.

EVANSTON 111. 
Churchmen 
from the East and the West head­ 
ed today for a 
religious arena 
which is charged with tensions— 
both religious and political. 
The gathering is in the cause of j 
Christianity. 
But around this central purpose 
swirls a haze of doubts and dis­ 
cords that could roll in to frust- j 
rate the meeting—the Assembly of 
the 
World Council of Churches 
here, 
starting 
Sunday 
for 
two 
weeks. 
“ There are dangers, but there 
also are hopes." said Dr. G. K. A. 
Bell, Britain’s Bishop of Chichester 
and chairman of the council’s Cen­ 
tral Committee. 
“ The danger in a great body of 
churches meeting in a time of so 
much strain, antagonism and hos­ 
tility is thai some may seek to 
reflect their own political and na­ 
tional points of view. 
“ But there is hope that they 
will all come together in a mood 
to submit various experiences and 
insights, even ideologies, to the 
mastership 
and 
judgment 
of 
Christ." 
Although the council faces a host 
of touchy social and religious ques­ 
tions, probably the most explosive 


is the relationship of Christianity 
and communism, and the presence 
of delegates from Communist coun­ 
tries. 
At least 18 churchmen from Red- 
ruled lands—8 from East Germany 
and 5 each from Hungary and 
Czechoslovakia—will be among the 
1,500 representatives. Others from 
Poland and Yugoslavia also may 
attend. 
“ Communist collaborationists" is 
the label applied to them by Rep. I 
Alvin M. Bentley (R-Mich), who! 
says he W'ill hold hearings simul- j 
taneously with the assembly to 
show their “ false pretenses." 
He said they are “ servants of 
world communism who masquer­ 
ade as men of God." 
Others, including tw o Midwest-1 
em American Legion posts, also 
have denounced admission of the 
delegates. Daniel A. Poling, editor 
of the 
Christian Herald, 
called 
them “ puppets of atheistic com­ 
munism,” and said: 
“ Evanston 
must declare com­ 
munism 
antireligious, 
anti-Christ 
the Iron Curtain, and do “ every­ 
thing for which the church should 
stand, or Evanston will divide the 
American Protestant community." 
However, none of the 161 Ortho­ 
dox, Old Catholic, Anglican and 
Protestant 
denominations 
in 
48 
countries belonging to the council 
have opposed representation of the 
Iron Curtain churches. 
Dr. W. A. Visser’t Hooft the 
council’s general secretary, said 
“ some of us may disagree" with 
positions taken by Iron Curtain 
churchmen, but council member­ 


ship is based solely on a "spiritual 
criterion"—recognition of Christ as 
divine Lord and Savior. 
He added it is “ terribly impor­ 
tant for this movement to keep in 
touch with the churches" behind 
the Iron Curtain, and so “ every­ 
thing we can to strengthen the 
links with Christians in those coun­ 
tries." 
Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles, who as a church leader 
clashed with Iron Curtain dele­ 
gates at the council's founding as­ 
sembly six years ago at Amster­ 
dam before he entered the govern­ 
ment, hacked their admission now. 
The State Department made de­ 
tailed inquiries before approving 
the visas. It said the importance 


of the meeting to worldwide Chris­ 
tianity was so great the govern­ 
ment should not bar anyone legal­ 
ly admissible. 
This implied none were found to 
be Communists or Fascists, .who 
are barred under the McCarran 
Act. 
0 
Dr. O. Frederick Nolde, chair­ 
man of the council’s International 
Relations Commission, called the 
decision a “ clear demonstration of 
our belief in religious freedom," 
which would hearten people under 
totalitarian rule. 
Most vociferous attack on admit- 
1 ting the Iron Curtain churchmen 
has come from the Rev. Carl Mc- 
Intire of Collingswrood, N. J., head 
of a small faction of fundamenta 
ists called the International Coun­ 
cil of Christian Churches. 
Describing 
the 
delegates 
a* 
“ agents of the Kremlin," he has 
urged a wave of rallies, resolu­ 
tions, 
speeches, 
advertisements 
letters and demonstrations to pro­ 
test their coming.

quick face lifting. 
Walls entirely of glass swung 
into place—leaving special prob- j 
lems for window cleaners. 
Prefabrication is getting a big 
boost these days in the efforts of 
builders to beat high labor con­ 
struction 
costs. 
Competition 
is 
■Ji 
spreading among materials. Steel, 
aluminum, glass, porcelain are giv­ 
ing brick and stone a race for ex­ 
terior walls. Plywood and plastics 
vie with lath and plaster for in­ 
terior partitions. 
Teaming ready made concrete 
floors and steel walls can make for 
a 
speed operation, 
according to 
the Truscon Steel Division of Re- 
public Steel Corp., which has a 
window-wall unit for sale. 
fs 
First, reinforced concrete floors 
are poured on the ground, stacked 
like flapjacks with a thin layer of 
talcum-like powder keeping them 
ap art while they dry. Hydraulic 
jacks raise each in turn to its 
place on bracketed structural col­ 
umns. They have to start with the 
top floor and work down.

pus. Truscon says its four - man 
crews erected 1,400 square feet of 
wall space, completed inside and 
out, in a day, or in 32 man hours. 
The same units were also used 
in 
the United 
Air 
Lines Office 
building at Chicago’s airport and 
Truscon says they will he used in 
the Oklahoma State F a ir’s office 
building. 
Builders are also using alumin­ 
um panels, die-stamped and pre­ 
fabricated 
for 
enclosing 
office 
buildings, stressing the speed with 
which the exterior walls can be 
completed. 
Glass panels fitted into fram es 
0 furnish entire walls of some new 
buildings. They can be b o l t e d 
quickly into place. A New York 
bank is raising an “ all - glass” 
banking office building on Fifth 
Avenue. 
The chief problem comes later— 
cleaning them. Where the glass 
walls are sealed and fixed, they
